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Bible  stories  more  ethical 
than  myths,  Girard  says

The  Bible  systematically  rejects ; 
deceptive  and  unfounded  the  proces 


French  literature,  said  he  feels  the 
Bible  is  not  a  myth  because  it  pre¬ 
sents  its  stories  in  ethical  ways  and 
presents  scapegoating  as  unjust, 

while  mythology  accepts  scapegoat¬ 
ing  and  other  forms  of  unjust  vio¬ 
lence. 

Girard  compared  the  story  of 
Joseph  in  Genesis  with  the  Greek 
myth  of  Oedipus  to  prove  this  point. 
In  both  stories,  the  heroes  arc 
scapegoats  and  are  victimized  by 
their  communities.  There  are  many 
similarities  in  the  stories,  but  there  is 
one  difference  that  matters,  Girard, 
said.  The  story  of  Joseph  is  more 
ethical  and  the  fact  that  Joseph  is 
victimized  unjustly  is  stressed,  while 
in  the  myth  of  Oedipus,  whether  the 
hero  is  punished  justly  is  not  impor¬ 
tant. 

Many  people  think  that  if  the  Oedi¬ 
pus  story  is  only  a  myth,  the  Joseph 
story  is  also  a  myth.  Girard  said  he 
feels  this  is  not  true  because  of  the 

differences  between  mythology  and 

Biblical  accounts. 

The  Bible  is  more  humane  in  its 
approach  and  more  concerned  that  its 
victims  might  be  unjustly  punished, 


were  scapegoats.  Girard  said  it  makes 

sense  to  suppose  that  the  Oedipus 
myth  originated  in  some  collective 
violence  of  this  type. 

Girard  said  he  thinks  the  ability 
people  in  the  modem  world  have  to 
avoid  or  prevent  scapegoat  persecu¬ 
tions  is  the  one  thing  that  makes  them 
different  from  all  previous  societies. 
This  ability  is  because  of  the  influence 
of  the  Bible.

he  said.  Mythology  does  not  concern 
itself  with  this. 

Not  only  is  the  Bible  more  humane 
and  ethical,  it  is  a  critique  of  mytholo¬ 
gy  that  has  enormous  implications  for 
Knowledge  in  a  scientific  sense, 
Girard  said.  It  is  a  revelation  of  the 
deceptive  and  violent  nature  of 
mythology. 

"The  Bible  storiea  are  a  more 
graphic  and  readily  intelligible  instru¬ 
ments  to  destroy  the  credibility  of 
mythology  than  any  theoretical  con¬ 
struction,"  he  said. 

There  is  a  great  similarity  between 
the  themes  of  myths  and  the  distorted 
view  that  mobs  had  of  their  victims 
during  the  mob  violence  in  the  Middle 
Ages.  The  victims  of  mob  violence 


"There  are  some  remarkable  ex¬ 
ceptions,  such  as  your  own  Brigham 
Young  University,  but  the  trend  is 
pervasive,"  he  said.  Today,  in  most 
academic  institutions,  the  Bihle  it  a 
marginal  presence  only.” 

One  reason  for  this  loss  ofinfluence 
of  the  Bible  lies  with  the  modem  in¬ 
clination  and  ability  to  compare  reli¬ 
gions  that  began  at  the  end  of  the 
Middle  Ages  when  Christian  chur¬ 
ches  became  permanently  divided 
and  fragmented. 

Many  people  became  skeptical  of 
the  truthflilness  of  the  Bible  because 
of  this  practice  of  comparative  reli¬ 
gion. 

Girard  said  he  works  in  the  field  of 
comparative  religion  and  accepts 
many  of  its  findings.  He  said  he 
agrees  that  an  impartial  comparison 
between  mythology  and  the  Bible  re¬ 
veals  many  close  similarities,  but  he 

sees  these  similarities  in  a  different 
light. 


Y  will  join  nation 
to  help  poor,  hungry 
in  Fast  for  Ethiopia 


Fast  for  Ethiopia,  a  day  of  nationwide  fasting  and  awareness, 
is  being  sponsored  through  Oxfarn  America  and  a  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  on  BYU  campus. 

According  to  Susan  Fife,  spokesman  for  the  group,  Thursday 
has  been  proclaimed  Fast  for  Ethiopia  Day  throughout  the  Un¬ 
ited  States. 

The  purpose  of  the  fast  is  threefold,  Fife  said.  First,  to  raise 
awareness  about  hunger  issues;  second,  to  raise  money  to  give  to 
Oxfarn  America  for  direct  relief;  and  third,  to  empower  and 
enable  people  to  actively  participate  in  a  worthy  cause. 

Oxfarn  America  is  a  non-profit  agency,  which  funds  self-help 
development  projects  in  Asia,  Africa  and  Latin  America.  The 
organization  began  in  England  in  1942.  to  respond  to  problems 
facing  the  world  community  during  World  War  II. 

The  organization  came  to  the  United  States  in  1970  during  the 
hunger  crisis  in  Bangladesh.  Today  there  are  six  autonomous 
Oxfarn  organizations  throughout  the  world.  The  groups  are  not 
affiliated  with  any  sectarian  or  political  groups. 

Fife  said  the  effort  at  BYU  started  when  a  group  of  students 
realized  the  urgency  of  the  world  hunger  problem  and  felt  a  need 
to  respond  to  this  need.  They  discovered  Oxfarn  America,  and 
decided  to  unite  in  the  effort.  Money  collected  during  this  week 
will  be  mailed  to  the  national  chapter  of  Oxfarn  at  Harvard 
University.  The  money  will  then  be  used  to  purchase  food  for  the 
people  of  Ethiopia. 

Ethiopia  was  chosen  as  the  focus  of  this  fasting  effort  because 
of  an  18-month-long  drought  that  has  been  going  on  there. 
Thousands  of  people  nave  already  died,  and  thousands  more  are 
threatened  due  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation. 

According  to  Fife,  Thursday  was  chosen  as  Fast  for  Ethiopia 
Day  since  it  falls  one  week  before  Thanksgiving  Day,  a  tradition¬ 
al  celebration  of  the  plentiful  harvest. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  program  by 
fasting  on  Thursday  and  taking  tne  money  that  they  would  have 
used  to  purchase  food  and  donating  it  to  theOxfam  tooth  near  the

Larry  Holmes  is  the  premier 
heavyweight  fighter  in  the  world,  a 
position  he  has  earned.  But  he  also  is 
in  a  boxing  Twilight  Zone. 

Holmes  is  35.  That's  young  for  a 
hotel  owner,  which  he  is.  It's  old  fora 
fighter. 

And  he  looked  old  last  Friday  night 
when  he  needed  12  rounds  to  stop  31- 
year-old  James  "Bonecrusher" 
Smith,  who  did  not  tum  pro  until  he 
was  28. 

The  fight  at  Las  Vegas,  Nev.,  was 
stopped  because  Smith  was  badly  cut 
above  the  left  eye,  not  because  he  was 
being  overwhelmed  by  Holmes, 
although  the  International  Boxing 
Federation  hid  the  champion  far 
ahead  on  all  three  official  cants. 


Holmes  was  cut  over  the  left  eye  by 
a  butt  and  twice  was  hurt  by  right 
hands  to  the  head  by  Smith,  who  nas 
power  but  doesn't  seem  to  know  how 
to  set  up  with  a  left  jab. 

Holmes,  who  has  a  46-0  record  in  a 
pro  career  dating  back  to  1973,  plans 
to  keep  fighting.  And  the  reason  is  noi 
the  goal  of  beating  the  late  Rocky 
Marciano's  49-0  record.  Marciano  is 
the  only  heavyweight  champion  to  re¬ 
tire  unbeaten. 

“I  don't  care  what  anybody  says, 
money  is  what  matters  in  this  busi¬ 
ness,  said  Holmes,  a  millionaire  who 
lives  in  Easton,  Penn. 

He  added  thnt  he  hopes  to  start 
training  in  six  weeks  for  an  IBF  title 
defense  against  either  David  Bey  or 
light  heavyweight  champion  Michael 
Spinks  early  next  year.

Osmonds  sing  country, 
plan  silver  anniversary 


“Family  Home  Evenings”  and  performed 
for  church  and  civic  groups  in  Ogden. 

"The  very  first  time  we  started  singing 
was  on  a  trip  to  Yellowstone  National 
Park,”  said  Alan  Osmond,  the  oldest  and 
spokesman  for  the  foursome.  ”1  was  sit¬ 
ting  behind  my  father  as  he  was  driving 
and:  he  was  singing  the  alto  part.  I  joined  in 
and  we  later  started  up  a  three  and  then 
four-part  harmony.  I  couldn’t  help  think- 
ingto  myself,  This  sounds  right.’  ” 

Their  barbershop-style  became  known 
throughout  the  West  and,  during  a  sum¬ 
mer  appearance  at  Disneyland,  they  were 
spotted  by  the  father  of  entertainer  Andy 
Williams. 

The  tiny  dynamos  auditioned  for  “The 
Andy  Williams  Show”  and  found  their 

claim  to  television  fame  as  regulars  on  the 

show’s  three-season  run.  Then  in  1969  the 
group  became  known  as  "The  Osmond 
Brothers,"  including  then  12-year-old 
Donny,  and  they  hit  the  teenage  recording 
market. 

They  signed  with  MGM  records  and  by 
1971  combined  sales  from  Osmond 
Brother  hits  and  Donny  Osmond  releases 

won  them  nine  gold  records.  . 

“When  you  look  at  our  career,  we  al¬ 
ways  were  trying  to  be  exactly  what  we 
were."  Osmond  explained. 

•  “When  we  were  young,  we  sang  very 
patriotic  tunes  in  a  quartet.  During  the 
'60s,  a  little  bit  of  everything  was  the 
order  of  the  job  —  from  barbershops  to 
rock  ’n’  roll  —  and  then  we  were  young 

teenagers  who  wanted  to  be  accepted  by 

our  own  peer  group.  We  entered  the  70s 
and  came  out  with  ’One  Bad  Apple'  and 
that  was  No.  1  for  many  weeks  on  the  Top 
40  charts." 

The  seventies  also  saw  the  two 
youngest  Osmonds,  Jimmy  and  Marie, 
launch  their  careers.  Television  watchers 
across  the  ration  saw  the  entire  family 
perform  on  the  “Donny  and  Marie  Show" 
and  'The  Osmond  Family  Show." 

Today,  the  original  four  are  performing 
by  themselves  again  in  a  totally  different 
arena  —  country  music  — and  their  last 
four  singles  have  been  among  the  nation’s 
Top  4D  hits.  They  released  their  first  coun¬ 
try  album  in  1982.
